Ford has ahnotinccd that ho will devote hi* 
remaining active years and a vast sum of money to 
the service of education. 
He defines that service 
.n definite term s: 
"I want to do all in my power to 
help young men of America to fit them selves into 
the world. 
Society owes It to the young people to 
educate them for useful citizenship and, for my part, 
I am going to devote the rest of my active days in 
the interest of trade schools and teaching.” 
Mr. Ford, confident in the worthiness of his plan, 
posts a curt advance notice that he will require no 
amateur assistance from persons who have never 
made or saved a dollar. His individual rights in this 
respect are, no doubt, unassailable, but in tho broad- 
I m 
er sense there is room for argument. 
When he im­ 
plies that everybody should learn a trade lie is tak­ 
ing in a lot of territory and when he goes further 
and insists that he is capable of taking care of the 
matter himself he is acting contrary to his own 
principles. 
Education is not Mr. Ford’s “trade.” 
A number of 
specialists have spent their lives and a large portion

of their incomes in learning it while he has been 
learning the automobile business and the gamo of 
high finance. Refusal to take advantage of their ex­ 
perience would bo overlooking opportunity to make 
the most of his project.

T is amazing how few faces 
show anything like perfect skin. 
You may look around you aud 
see a surprising number that are 
not really clean. 
It is not until 
you really experiment a bit to find 
out for yourself how much dirt and 
grime can accumulate on the com­ 
plexion that you are convinced 
that one face can hold so much. 
Cleanliness of the skin is abso­ 
lutely essential to good health. The 
face, and every part of the body, 
should be washed with a soothing, 
mild 
soap and plenty of warm 
water every day. The face should 
be washed much more than once a 
day, particularly lf you live in the 
city. 
The dirt and bacteria of the 
air are constantly falling on the 
face and lodging there. The natur­ 
al oil of the skin catches and holds 
them. 
The skin is a protection to the 
machinery of the body, the machin­ 
ery that does the hourly and daily 
work of life. A clean skin is essen­ 
tial to the physical welfare. It must 
be kept in good condition if we are 
to have good health. 
The skin is the point of discharge 
of many of the wastes and poisons 
of the body. 
They are gotten rid 
of through the moisture and per­ 
spiration. lf the pores of the skin 
are clogged up with dirt, then ven­ 
tilation and the life processes are 
retarded. 
There is no doubt that many per­ 
sons use the wrong kind of soap, 
A too strong soap is bad for the 
skin. 
It contains an excess of al­ 
kali, and dissolves the necessary 
oils of the skin. Some persons do 


without the use of soap. 
After thoroughly washing the 
face, It is well to massage into the 
skin a good cold cream. 
Then 
wipe It off, in order to remove any 
deep-seated dirt from the pores of 
the skin. It should not bp washed 
o ft Enough of the oil is'then left 
on the skin to nourish the tissues 
and to keep the skin flexible. 
The skin has a certain amount of 
oil to make it impervious to infec­ 
tion from bacteria from without. 
But you are not safe from infec­ 
tion of one kind or another unless 
you do keep the skin perfectly 
clean. 
For the face, especially, as I 
said before, a mild soap is the best 
to use. 
In Winter, if very warm 
water is used on the face, it is wise 
to apply cold water before wiping 
the face, if one is goin out-of-doors 
immediately. 
In this way, “the 
pores of the skin.are closed” and 
chapping is not apt to follow. 
Another reason for a bad skin, is 
improper 
eating. 
Eating 
much 
pastry and greasy foods will sure­ 
ly have its effect in a bad skin. 
The complexion Bbows immediate­ 
ly bad habits of eating and drink­ 
ing. The effects of indigestion and 
constipation show very quickly in 
the complexion. 
Drink plenty of water if you want 
to have a good skin. 
One should 
have not less than six glasses of 
water, or its equivalent, dally. 
And last, but a very important 
thing, is that vigorous exercise 
every- day, out-of-doors, will do 
much for your body and for your 
akin.

How To Keep Well 
By DR. ROYAL 8. COPELAND 


T is amazing how few faces 
show anything like perfect skin. 
You may look around you and 
see a surprising number that are 
not really clean. 
It is not until 
you really experiment a bit to find 
out for yourself how much dirt and 
grime can accumulate on the com­ 
plexion that you are convinced 
that one face can hold so much. 
Cleanliness of the skin is abso­ 
lutely essential to good health. The 
face, and every part of the body, 
should be washed with a soothing, 
mild 
soap and plenty of warm 
water every day. The face should 
be washed much more than once a 
day, particularly if you live in the 
city. The dirt and bacteria of the 
air are constantly falling on the 
face and lodging there. The natur­ 
al oil of the skin catches and holds 
them. 
The skin is a protection to the 
machinery of the body, the machin­ 
ery that does the hourly and daily 
work of life. A clean skin is essen­ 
tial to the physical welfare. It must 
be kept in good condition lf we are 
to have good health. 
The skin is the point of discharge 
of many of the wastes and poisons 
of the body. 
They are gotten rid 
of through the moisture and per­ 
spiration. lf the pores of the skin 
are dogged up with dirt, then ven­ 
tilation and the life processes are 
retarded. 
There is no doubt that many per­ 
sons use the wrong kind of soap. 
A too strong soap is bad for the 
akin. 
It contains an excess of al­ 
kali, and dissolves the necessary 
oils of tho skin. Some persons do 


stole to der-u the 


without the use of soap. 
After thoroughly washing the 
face, it is well to massage into the 
skin a good cold cream. 
Then 
wipe It off, in order to remove any 
deep-seated dirt from the pores of 
the skin. It should not be washed 
off. Enough of the oil is'then left 
on the skin to nourish the tissues 
and to keep the skin flexible. 
The skin has a certain amount of 
oil to make it Impervious to infec­ 
tion from bacteria from without. 
But you are not safe from infec­ 
tion of one kind or another unless 
you do keep the skin perfectly 
clean. 
For the face, especially, as I 
said before, a mild soap is the best 
to use. 
In Winter, if very warm 
water is used on tbe face, it is wise 
to apply cold water before wiping 
the face, lf one is goin out-of-doors 
immediately. 
In this way, “the 
pores of tbe skin .are closed” and 
chapping is not apt to follow. 
Another reason for a bad skin, is 
improper eating. 
Eating 
much 
pastry and greasy foods will sure­ 
ly have its effect in a bad skin. 
Tbe complexion shows immediate­ 
ly bad habits of eating and drink­ 
ing. The effects of indigestion and 
constipation show very quickly in 
the complexion. 
Drink plenty of water if you want 
to have » good skin. 
One should 
have not less than six glasses of 
water, or its equivalent, daily.
